He could an sw er fh*> 
formal question s put to h im on ly in 
h usky ton es barely audible a few feet 
from w h e re h e stood at th e bar of th e 
court. 
Th e w ife of th e con victed man 
looked calmly at h er h usban d as h e 
stood at th e bar an d even summon ed 
a smile for h is en couragemen t. 
Th en 
sh e fain ted. 
It h as been said th at Mr. Wh itman 
th e ch ief prosecutor, an d .Mr. Moss, h i 
assistan t, were gen uin ely aston ish ed 
at th e degree of th e verdict. Th is ma\ 
n ot h ave been th e case with th e coun ­ 
sel for Lieuten an t Becker.

more so as time wen t on , but before

Ch agin 
was a bach elor an d lived in a flat h ere 
with two valets wh en n ot at sea. 
He 
h ad written letters to relatives an d 
arran ged h is affairs in such a m a n n e r 
as to sh ow th at h is suicide was as de­ 
liberate as th at of Gen eral N'ogi. Wh en 
h * h ad completed all h is busin ess h e 
secured a loaded rifle, filled th e barrel 
with water an d fired at h is h ead, wh ich 
was almost completely blown away . 
An un sealed n ote was foun d on h is 
wiltin g table, wh ich read: 
"I ask th at 
n obody be accused of my death ." 
Noth in g is certain ly kn own as to 
th e reason for th e adm iral's suicide, 
but gossip, wh ich h as n ow aban don ed 
th e pon y story , declares th at th e in ­ 
jury to th e czarovitch was due to a fall 
wh ich h e sustain ed wh ile climbin g th e 
spats of th e S ta n da rt or oth erwise 
play in g on th e roy al y ach t, an d th at 
Admiral Ch agin was so overwh elmed 
with a sen se of respon sibility for tin 
acciden t to th e h eir to th e th ron e th at 
h e resolved to die.
